2 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of independent claims 1 , 4 does not involve an inventive step in ' 
the sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

2,1 claim 1 : The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the 

subject-matter of claim 1, and discloses (the references in parentheses applying to 
this document): 

(*) A method of redirecting a request for a web service in a data transmission 
network such as the Internet (D1 , Figure 13), wherein, in response to a request 
fonrtfarded by a host of a client browser to a web service provider (D1 , Figure 13, 
ref 1), where the request is sent using the old address of the web service (D1 , 
Rgure 13, ref 503), responding to the client from the web service point associated 
with the old address by sending back a message the new address redirection of 
the requested web service (D1, Figure 13, ref 2) and fonwarding a second request 
from the client to the new address of said web service (D1 , Rgure 1 3, ref 5) 
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The subject-matter of claim 1 therefore differs from this known method in that: the 
web service provider provides a Web Service Definition Language (WSDL) file 
based upon a message exchange protocol such as SOAP on a transport protocol 
such as HTTP and where the new address in the response message is contained 
in the header of the used message exchange protocol. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may therefore be regarded as 
how can service redirection be done in a web service environment based on 
SOAP and WSDL. 

The solution proposed in claim 1 of the present application cannot be considered 
as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCI) for the following reasons. 

Although 01 does not disclose the use of SOAP or WSDL, D1 hints at the future 
use of other markup languages and XML (D1 , page 9, lines 12-16). 
Document D2 discloses Web Services Architectures using XML based technology 
(D2, abstract). D2 discloses the use of WSDL based upon information exchange 
protocol (SOAP) on a transport protocol such as HTTP in Figure 2 on page 3. D2, 
Figure 7 discloses a service invocation using SOAP. 

It would appear that the skilled person having D1 to suggest the use of XML 
based technology to perform the redirection as disclosed in D1 (and mentioned in 
(*)) would come to a solution of claim 1 when web services architectures using 
WSDL and SOAP over HTTP as disclosed in D2 become available. Therefore 
claim 1 is considered not to be inventive. 

2.2 claim 4: The subject-matter of claim 4 corresponds with the subject-matter of 
claim 1 but defined in system features. Therefore, claim 4 is also considered not 
to be Inventive. 

3 Dependent claims 2,3,5,6 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCX in 
respect of inventive step, see documents D1-D4 and the corresponding passages 
cited In the search report. 
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
